Unemployment 
hard to accept 
for jobless vet

a series.) 
Windy days, missiles regularly rattling 
windows, overcast mornings and a steep 
unemployment rate — Lompoc residents 
have learned to live with them all. 
But for the steady stream of veterans 
discharged from Vandenberg A FB and 
other returned home town vets searching 
the city for work, the unemployment 
rate is the hardest to accept. 
Wrapped up in the city’s 11.3 per cent 
census share unemployment figure for 
August — over 40 per cent above the 7.9 
per cent national level for the same 
month — is a large contingent of jobless 
veterans. Just how large remains a 
mystery. 
A spokesman in the Office of Employ­ 
ment Data and Research in Sacramento 
said the latest national figures show vets 
are unemployed at a 10.5 per cent clip 
while in California it is down to about 8.9 
per cent. The spokesman warned 
because “a lot of Vietnam era vets are in 
school and out of the labor force, the 
figures are pretty shaky.” 
Statistics taken from the Employment 
Security Automatic Reporting System 
(ESA R S) table don’t spell out the local 
unemployment story, but they do give an 
indication of the number of vets seeking 
employment in comparison with nonvet 
job seekers. 
The ESARS tables are a nationwide 
system of figures compiled from un­ 
employment insurance offices and 
employment offices like the Economic 
Development Department. Locally, the 
tables are recorded by the state. 
The ESARS statistics show there are 
alm ost 5,900 job applicants who 
registered at the ED D office in Lompoc 
from January 1 through August 31 of this 
year. Of these, over 1,400, or 24 per cent, 
are veterans. At the state level, only 18 
per cent of job applicants at employment 
offices were vets 
Subtract the near 2.800 women appli­ 
cants from the local total and the 
veteran applicants — assumed to be at 
least 95 per cent men, which numerous 
sources said was a conservative es­ 
timate — become 46 per cent of the men 
applying for work at the Lompoc EDD 
office A similar analysis produces a 34 
per cent mark for the state. 
The Lompoc EDD office was able to 
place 10 per cent of the vets in non- 
agricultural positions of over three days, 
complared to 16 per cent for the state as 
a whole 
These numbers are for the veteran 
population as a whole. Minority, young 
and disabled vets can tell even sadder 
tales. 
The July 1 issue of “ Stars and Stripes" 
claimed the unemployment level for 
younger vets, ages 20 to 24, was 14.7 per 
cent and that “ younger m inority 
veterans are experiencing an unemploy­ 
ment rate of over 30 per cent..." 
The veteran unemployment rate is 
higher in Lompoc because of the cons­ 
tan t in flu x of veteran s from 
Vandenberg. 
Not surprising, a large portion of 
former military personnel seeking jobs 
are Vietnam era vets who fought in an 
unpopular war and apparently are con­ 
sequently unpopular veterans 
“ Part of the reason for high veteran 
unemployment,’’ said Jim Collins, 
veterans’ representative at Allan Han­ 
cock College, “ is that when the veteran 
came back from Vietnam, he had a 
harder time readjusting and I don’t think 
the nation so favorably reacted to the 


Vietnam vet as it did to the Korean or 
World War II veteran.” 
"They were taking it from both sides,” 
said Steve Schlah, a Vietnam vet himself 
and the jobs for veterans manager for 
the National Alliance of Businessmen in 
Santa Barbara. “ From one side they had 
participated in an immoral war and from 
the other side they had participated in 
the only war the U.S. hadn’t won.” 
“ The unpopularity of the Vietnam War 
was such that the returning infantryman 
didn’t find people with open artns

waiting to embrace his return,” Collins 
said “ The Vietnam era vet was also 
blanketed with the stereotype of being a 
drug user or some other type of social 
deviant.” 
Military experience doesn’t always 
match up with civilian professions 
either. 
"The young veterans are finding out 
how tough it is to find jobs because they 
don’t have the experience and 
background employers are looking for,” 
said Larry Chavez, the veterans’ 
representative at the Lompoc EDD of­ 
fice who himself spent over seven years 
“ pounding the pavement,” after his 1969 
release from the service. 
“ There’s that ‘Catch 22’ element too " 
Chavez said. “ They say, well you have 
the education, but not enough work ex­ 
perience’ or they say, ‘you have the work 
experience, but not enough education.*” 
Chavez said sometimes there are 
licensing problems for military truck 
drivers or mechanics who try to enter 
the civilian market 
“ Much of the training doesn’t really 
relate to civilian life,” Collins said. 
“ Take an electrician at Vandenberg who 
has been trained to work on missiles. 
There's no demand for missile electri­ 
cians in Lompoc 
“ The skills don’t transfer in many 
cases. Take the infantryman who was 
trained just to kill and we had hundreds 
of thousands of these in Vietnam TTiese 
skills obviously aren't transferable. 
Collins said the unemployment figures 
aren’t representative because “ often the 
type of jobs we are talking about are un­ 
deremployment jobs like 12 00 an hour 
dishwashing or gas station jobs. There 
are just not enough of those types of jobs 
that can lead to a career.” 
Ferry, tanker collide; 
16 dead; many missing 


DESTREHAN, La (U P I) - A com­ 
muter ferry carrying more than 80 oil 
and chemical plant employes to work 
collided with a tanker in predawn 
darkness today, capsized and sank in the 
Mississippi River. 
Sixteen bodies were recovered, but at 
least 50 more were m issing and 
presumed dead, authorities said. 
Another sixteen persons were rescued 
from the frigid waters 
Four of the bodies were recovered 
floating in the river minutes after the 
collision. Divers found other victims 
trapped in the submerged cabin of the 
ferry boat. 
The ferry George Prince was moving 
toward the Luling, La., ferry landing on 
the west bank of the river when it was hit 
broadside by the 664-foot, Norwegian 
tanker. 
The collision capsized the ferry, toss­ 
ing cars and passengers into the water or 
trapping them in the overturned vessel. 
Within minutes the ferry sank. Two 
dozen survivors were pulled from the 
water.

He said the the ferry did not keep a 
passenger log so the exact number of 
cars and passengers was unknown. 
However, witnesses said the ferry was 
heavily used at that time of day. 


The ferry sank near midstream within 
15 minutes of the collision with the 


Norwegian tanker Frosta, a 22,000-ton 
vessel. Coast Guard divers were brought 


30 miles upriver from New Orleans to 
search the wreckage for survivors, 


“ They are tapping the hull and waiting 
for any return tapping,” said a Coast 


Guard spokesman. “ The river current is 
very fast, and that’s hampering the div- 
ing efforts.” 


Temperatures were in the low 40s 
when the collision occurred at dawn and 
survivors clinging to debris were forced 
downstream by the current and 30 mile- 
an-hour winds 


Dozens of small boats were in the area 
within minutes to rescue survivors, but 
authorities feared many of the missing 
may have been trapped inside their cars. 
The river was closed to all shipping in 
the area of the collision. 


The George Prince carries commuters 
between the small towns of Destrehan 
and Luling, two river communities 
populated by oil refinery workers Presi­ 
dent Ford had stopped at the Destrehan 
Ferry landing three weeks ago, while on 
a riverboat campaign swing through 
Louisiana 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford said today there was “ absolutely no 
validity” to reports that he met with 
President Richard Nixon’s top aides in a 
move to cut off the Watergate investiga­ 
tion prior to the 1972 election. 
Ford said when he was House 
Republican leader he acted on "the cir­ 
cumstance as I knew it then” in working 
with GOP members of a House Banking 
and Currency subcommittee to prevent a 
probe of “ very limited aspects” of the 
Watergate scandal. 
“ I don’t believe what I did in working 
with Republican members of the House 
Banking and Currency subcommittee 
was blocking the investigation of 
Watergate,” Ford told a news con­ 
ference. “ I did that because responsible 
Republican members asked me to get 
them together and that investigation did 
not cover the entire Watergate matter.” 
“ Under the circumstance as I knew it 
then I would do it again,” Ford said. 
Ford’s statement followed recent 
allegations by former Nixon aide John 
W Dean III that Ford had met with 
another White House aide, Richard 
Cook, to discuss the pending Watergate 
investigation prior to the 1972 election. 
Pressed by reporters who asked about 
reports that Ford had met with top Nixon 
advisers John Mitchell, H R. Haldeman 
and John Ehrlichman about the probe, 
Ford said: “ I want you to know and I 
want everybody to know ... there is ab­ 
solutely no validity to that rumor.” 


Ford scheduled the midafternoon ses­ 
sion with reporters and said they could 
ask him questions on any topic. He said: 
— Gen. George Brown, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, made “ impru­ 
dent and ill-advised statements” in an in­ 
terview released this week in which 
Brown said American aid to Israel was a 
burden. 
“ 1 certainly don’t believe 
General Brown should make those com­ 
ments again ” But the President said the 
Israel quotes were taken out of context 
and he hoped Brown would remain at his 
post because of his “ superb military 
record.” 
— He was “jtlad” Attorney General 
Edward Levi ordered F B I Director 
Clarence Kelley to change a speech plan­ 
ned for delivery last weekend because it 
threatened to cut off F B I cooperation to 
media critical of the bureau The reason, 
he said, was that Kelley's original 
speech “ would not reflect the views of 
the White House of its relations with the 
press.” 
— He resented Jim m y Carter’s asser­ 
tion that he would end the Arab boycott 
against Israel, especially because 
Presidents 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, 
Johnson and Nixon “ didn't' oppose the 
boycott.” He said his administration is 
the only administration since 1952, when 
the Arab boycott went into effect, 
“ that's done anything ... I know they op­ 
posed the Arab boycott as much as Mr 
Carter does .1 wonder how anybody can 
be so naive that he can say in one 
sentence that he’s going to do something 
that four presidents were unable to do.” 


U.S.. Panama begin 
sessions on canal 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The United 
States and Panama are resuming their 
talks on a new Panama Canal treaty 
despite charges by Ronald Reagan the 
White House was negotiating the sur­ 
render of the historic waterway. 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker flew to 
Panama Tuesday and planned to meet 
with Panamanian negotiators on Con- 
tadora Island in the Gulf of Panama to­ 
day. The last previous session of the 
talks was held in May. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
arranged with Panamanian Foreign 
Minister Aquilino Boyd earlier this 
month at the United Nations to start up 
the talks again 
W ith the collapse of Reagan's 
challenge to President Ford in the 
primaries, the administration has felt 
less inhibited about resuming the talks 
during the presidential campaign at 
home 
But Dem ocratic nominee Jim m y 
Carter has sounded some negative notes 
about negotiating the transfer of the 
Panama Canal Zone to Panama, or pass­ 
ing control of the 50-mile waterway to 
Panamanian authorities.

Three men sought

President Ford says Jim m y Carter’s 
policies could cripple the nation s 
defense, and Carter says the President is 
disgracing the nation by tolerating the 
Arab boycott. 
The two candidates swapped harsh 
words Tuesday while Ford tended to 
White House matters and Carter cam­ 
paigned along the Eastern Seaboard, 
from Miami to Winston-Salem, N.C., to 
New York City. 
Ford told a delegation of Amvet 
leaders that Carter would “ cut billions 
and billions” from defense spending and 
this would send America into global 
diplomacy “ with one hand tied behind 
her back.” 
If this happened, Ford said, America 
“ will return on her knees, not her feet.” 
Ford said America cannot afford to cut 
military forces by billions in order to 
“ pay for a galaxy of new social pro­ 
grams,” 
Carter, addressing voters in Miami 
Beach, denounced what he described as 
Ford’s tolerance of the Arab boycott of 
U.S. firms that trade with Israel. 
“ This is a horrible travesty, a disgrace 
on our country," Carter said “ We need 
to get President Ford out of the White 
House.” 
“ We’ll do away with the Arab boycot- 
t,” Carter promised, 
Carter told the American Public 
Health Association in Miami Beach that 
he backs a health insurance program 
that would pay the medical expenses of 
every American — but only when the 
government can afford it. 
Carter said his insurance program 
would be phased in “ as rapidly as 
revenues permit ” He said coverage of 
catastrophic health bills and prenatal 
and infant care would come first. 
Outlining his health care philosophy. 
Carter said: “ The basic need is to care 
about people and prevent disease and in­ 
jury before it happens Prevention is 


both cheaper and better than hospital 
care." 
Carter stressed jobs, education and 
drug abuse control in a rally in the 
Harlem section of New York City He 
said he was the first major party 
presidential candidate to campaign in 
Harlem in eight years 


Sen 
Robert Dole, the GOP vice 
presidential nominee, told an outdoor 
rally in Oklahoma City that, as a 
Kansan, he was a neighbor 
but, more 
importantly, I am your philosophical 
neighbor — I represent the conservative 
to moderate view in this country 


Sen Walter Mondale, the Democratic 
vice presidential candidate, told the 
California League of Cities at San Diego 
that Carter has asked him to serve as an 
ombudsman for city government 


“ A high priority of the Carter-Mondale 
adm inistration w ill be to end the 
policies, which have abandoned the 
cities, and to pursue a course, which 
recognizes the necessity of federal sup­ 
port and the system in solving urban 
problems," Mondale said 


The League of Women Voters an­ 
nounced that Barbara Walters of ABC- 
TV will moderate the final debate 
between Carter and Ford at William­ 
sburg, Va , Friday night 


Game canceled 


Officials cite 
dangers of 
SLO terminal 


LONG BEACH. Calif (U P I) - Port 
officials have cited physical problems 
and environmental dangers in condemn­ 
ing plans which would consider construc­ 
tion of a receiving terminal for Alaska 
crude oil in San Luis Obispo County 
At a press conference Tuesday to 
release findings of an environmental im­ 
pact report on the proposed Long Beach 
terminal site, officials said a terminal in 
San Luis Obispo would pose a “ tremen­ 
dous th re a t’’ to eco lo g ical and 
recreational features along the central 
California coast. 
“ It would be difficult to contain oil 
spill slong the rugged coast,” said 
Donald Bright, Long Beach prject 
manager “ The area is subject to intense 
fog and the bay would require extensive 
dredging 
“ A big oil spill affair would wipe out 
the Pismo Beach clams. And terminal 
construction would wipe out kelp beds 
and new recreation development along 
the bay.” 
He said the proposed Avila Beach site 
is not a viable location and he criticized 
the state's belated decision to in­ 
vestigate He said Standard Oil of Ohio, 
the terminal developers, previously 
rejected the site because of environmen­ 
tal considerations. 
The environmental impact report was 
prepared at a cost of $2 million by the 
Port of Long Beach and the California 
Public Utilities Commission to an­ 
ticipate and analyze problems of the 
Standard Oil of Ohio proposal. 
“ It is our opinion that it is environmen­ 
tally and economically feasible to build 
the facility in Long Beach and that this is 
the best alternative,” Bright said 


The $10 million brought to the area an­ 
nually by the terminus would be split 
among the city, the port, schools and Los 
Angeles County, he said 


Investigation of alternate sites has 
been stirred by Air Resources Board 
Chairman Tom Quinn He has been an 
outspoken critic of the proposed Long 
Beach terminal for its potential impact 
on air quality in the Los Angeles Basin 


Standard Ohio anticipates handling ap­ 
proximately 700,000 barrels of crude oil 
daily once the Alaska pipeline begins to 
flow As much as 500,000 barrels would 
be transported to Texas by underground 
pipeline for distribution to the Midwest.

Retirement board 
faces decision 
on Co. system

The nine-member County 
Retirem ent Board faces a 
momentous decision today on 
future funding of the county 
retirement system 


At issue is whether the 
system should continue being 
funded as it is, spreading the 
$2.4 million unfunded liability 
over a 10-year period, or depart 
from this system and fund it 
over a 30-year period, thus les­ 
sening the impact per year on 
county treasury and taxpayers. 
Actuary consultant Harry 
Church in pointing out the two 
options open to the board says 
that the 10-year funding plan is 
feasible if the county can afford 
it in trying to counter in­ 
flationary im pacts in that 
period. 
This could mean a county 
contribution of $800,000 or 
equvalent to about 10 cents on 
the tax rate in the coming year, 
as compared with about half 
those figures under the 30-year 
plan which Church indicates he 
fa v o rs in line w ith new 
guidelines set up by the 
Am erican Academy of Ac­ 
tuaries. 
The prefunding plan to meet 
inflationary impacts is neces­ 
sary due to rising salaries, and 
payment of future benefits on 
the higher salaries as they oc­ 
cur each year. 


Inflation is seen as continuing 
into the indefinite future, as the 
consumer price index continues 
to mount above salary boosts of 
county employes. 
The decision facing the 
retirement board is something 
like that facing a home buyer 
who chooses between paying off 
a mortgage over a relatively 
long or short period of time, a 
county spokesman pointed out. 
“If you’re flush, you may feel 
you want to go the short 
period,’’ he said. “If you want 
lower payments per month, you 
opt for the longer period.” 
Church has pointed out, 
however, that there may be a 
stumbling block ahead in any 
requirement for increased con­ 
tributions by county employes 
in the system. He said there 
have been court interpretations 
to the fact employes cannot 
have benefits taken away un­ 
less there are corresponding 
greater benefits given. 
County management earlier 
had also shown it is anxious to 
pull out of the Social Security 
system , if possible, with 
employe sanction. TTiis could 
cut county contributions by a 
$1.5 million, although it has no 
connection with the retirement 
systems being funded by county 
and its employes. 
Employe contributions to the 
pension fund are based on entry 
age.

Red Cross in withdrawal 
from Blood Bank system 


The American Red Cross 
blood program has withdrawn 
from the American Association 
Blood B ank Clearinghouse and 
has begun operations under a 
nationwide blood assistance 
plan, a spokesman for the Lom­ 
poc ARC chapter stated today. 
According to the spokesman, 
the reason for this change is a 
basic difference in philosophy. 
Red Cross believes that volun­ 
tary donor blood should be 
available to every American no 
matter where he lives or hap­ 
pens to be and that providing 
this blood is a community 
responsibility and not solely a 
responsibility of the blood user 
who may or may not have es­ 
tablished "credit” by giving 
Mood in the past. 
ARC c la im s th a t th e 
clearinghouse has become a 
p a p e r exchange of credits 
costing $300,000 a year. They 
say that less than one percent of 
the nation’s total blood collec­ 
tion is involved in the actual 
shipment of blood through the 
clearinghouse. 
F urtherm ore, the 
Red 
C ro ss 
s t a t e s , 
m any 
clearinghouse practices are not 
in line with Red Cross policies 
as for example, blood donated 
to Red Cross by volunteers 
ending up being sold for profit 
in commercial blood banks that 
are members of the AABB. 
The Red Cross states that no 
shortage of blood can possibly 


result from cutting down paper 
work.

But a strong reaction has set 
in in North County areas, par­ 
ticularly in Santa Maria where 
Green has his office. 
After County Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
announced the affair 
was 
closed and no censure was con­ 
templated against the out­ 
spoken petroleum official. 
N orth County S upervisor 
Harrell Fletcher and the Santa 
Maria Times went into action. 
Fletcher said he agreed with 
G reen's blasts against the 
county environmental quality 
office and the county air pollu­ 
tion control district office. 


“My only criticism is that his 
statem ents w eren’t strong 
enough,” said Fletcher, who 
strongly favors relaxation of 
controls against the industry 
which plays a big role in the 
North County. 
In an editorial, The Santa 
Maria Times advised Green to 
“keep up the good fight... we’re 
in your corner.” The editorial 
blasted those “clamoring for 
Green’s hide,” terming such 
persons “immature, childish, 
myopic and sinister.” 
“We happen to endorse his 
criticisms of undue governmen­ 
tal controls,” the editorial con­ 
tinued. “ We think he was 
right.” 
Green underwent questioning 
by Johnson and the heads of of­ 
fices he criticized, and later 
apologized, according to 
Johnson. 
Board chairman Frank J. 
Frost, who reportedly sent a 


blistering letter to Green, says 
he is “ satisfied” with the 
apologies and with Johnson's 
handling of the matter. 
Green's critical speech was 
delivered before a group of 
geologists in Santa Barbara 
recently. 
It led to Get Oil Out (GOO) 
President Francis Sarguis call­ 
ing on county officials to fire 
Green for criticism of county 
officials “ carrying out the 
duties of their offices.” 
The county ran into trouble 
with its p e t r o l e u m a d ­ 
ministrator, David Bickmore, 
who left office abruptly after it 
was learned he had a dealing 
with Union Oil Co. in connec­ 
tion with a mining venture. 
Bickmore was the county’s 
first petroleum chief. The coun­ 
ty’s second official in that 
capacity died after a short term 
in office, and Green was then 
named.

Of the 27 county employes in 
the office only four are 
smokers, said Tate, including 
himself Three other persons in 
the office are Santa Barbara 
city employes who use county 
machines and have office space 
provided them. 
Three male smokers wanted 
to continue to light up, and 
Kilgore got a Health Depart­ 
ment evaluation to the effect 
ventilation was suitable in the 
office But Tate said there are 
days when the ventilation 
doesn’t work well and smoke 


hangs over the desks of non- 
smokers who complained. 
Prior to Tate’s edict, Kilgore 
said, county employes who 
were hired assumed the “right 
to smoke at their desks.” 
Kilgore pointed out the only 
designated nonsmoking area 
(aside from public hearing 
rooms in the complex) in the 
county complex involves the 
Data Processing sector in the 
basement where expensive and 
sensitive equipment is located. 
Upholding of the ban on the 
other Data Processing offices 
makes the division a virtual 
“ smokeless industry,” Tate 
conceded. 
Tate said that he decided to 
impose the order when some of 
his employes indicated to him 
the smoking practices of three 
others interfered with their 
work. He reminded Kilgore 
“ tobacco smoke is a health 
hazard" to which some of his 
staff “object to be subjected 
to." 
The supervisors were in­ 
formed that there is a restirc- 
tion in the auditor-controller’s 
office, also, against smoking at 
the counter, although employes 
are allowed to smoke at their 
desks.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Vik­ 
ing 2 has not found life under a 
rock on Mars but scientists 
aren’t ready to say it can’t be 
found under another rock. 
“The question, ‘Is there life 
on M a r s? ’ h a s not b een 
answered,” Viking mission di­ 
rector Thomas Young told a 
news conference at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory Tues­ 
day. 
Viking 2, primed with a sam­ 
ple of soil scooped up at some 
trouble from beneath a rock, 
could find no indication of the 
p resen ce of org a n ic co m ­ 
pounds. 
Such compounds — combina­ 
tions of hydrogen, carbon and 
other elements — were indis­ 
pensable in the development of 
life on Earth and presumably 
would be just as important 
elsewhere. 
None were found in earlier 
tests of Martian soil and scien­ 
tists theorized that they may 
have been bleached out by 
strong solar rays, bombarding 
the planet’s surface through its 
thin atmosphere for millions of 
years. They reasoned organic 
compounds might have sur­ 
vived in soil protected by a 
rock. 
Despite a series of minor 
problems, including a boom 
arm that stuck and a rock that 
would not budge, Viking 2 final­ 
ly shoved a small rock several 
inches and scooped up some 
“protected" dirt. 
Heated in the robot laborato­ 
ry’s oven, the soil failed to give 
off any organic compounds, ex­ 
cept for traces of the cleaning 
solvent used on the oven before 
it left Earth, said Dr. Klaus 
Biemann.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
cost of solving housing prob­ 
lems in California will exceed 
$1.5 billion over a five-year 
period, according to the newly 
drafted state housing plan 
released Tuesday, 
State Housing and Communi­ 
ty Development Director Ar­ 
nold Sternberg described the 
plan as “a set of very unplea­ 
sant facts about housing condi­ 
tions in C alifornia and a 
catalogue of realistic remedies 
which will place heavy de­ 
mands on state government, on 
the taxpaying public and on the 
entire private business and 
financial community.” 
Drafted by the department’s 
staff, the plan said the costs of 


meeting the goal of furnishing 
decent living conditions in the 
state are estimated at more 
than $300 million per year for 
the five-year period beginning 
with the 1977-78 budget. 


The $317 million estim ate for 
1977-78 includes $300 million in 
property tax relief for low- 
income households. The propos­ 
al envisions similar aid for low- 
income renters. 


The plan said six of 10 Califor­ 
nia families cannot afford a 
basic single-family new house 
at the present estimated $40,000 
cost. The document also said 
500,000 
h o u s e h o l d s 
a r e 
overcrowded, 748,000 dwelling 
units require rehabilitation and 


320,000 are beyond repair and 
should be replaced. 
It said about 45 per cent of 
California households are ren­ 
ters. Rental prices are pushed 
upward because of a vacancy 
rate of 3.8 per cent, it said, and 
the result is hardships on low 
and moderate income families, 
the aged and the handicapped. 
The plan suggested such 
remedies to the housing prob­ 
lem as creating "realistic” 
housing and building codes, giv- 
in g p r i o r i t y to low and 
moderate income persons in 
m ortgage and housing pro­ 
grams, establishing tax incen­ 
tives for rehabilitating existing 
dwellings and encouraging self- 
help housing developments. 
Heavy shelling precedes truce

With little more than 24 hours 
left before the scheduled start 
of a new truce, heavy shelling 
resounded across Beirut and 
both rightist and leftist leaders 
said they doubted the new 
peace accord will work. 
Leftist radio said Tuesday 
night a fierce battle was raging 
in th e so u th er n town of 
Marjayoun, seven miles from 
the Israeli border, where lef­ 
tists were trying to recapture 
the town’s military barracks. 
The broadcast said leftist and 
Palestinian forces routed righ­ 
tists from the town itself Tues­ 
day night. They charged the 
rightists had been aided by 
Israeli troops.

Kissinger claims Israel 
strong asset, not burden 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
told a Jewish audience Tuesday 
night Israel was a strong asset 
and not a "burden” to the 
United States. 
Kissinger’s speech, in which 
he also defended U.S. policy on 
human rights as a marriage of 
m orality and realism, was 
briefly interrupted by about 15 
militant Jewish demonstrators 
who shouted that the secretary 
had betrayed Israel by forcing 
it to accept a "premature 
cease-fire” in the 1973 Middle 
East war. 


A fter the protestors — 
chanting "Kissinger Must Go” 
— were ejected from the 
banquet hall, the secretary 
said. "This sounded like one of 
my Harvard seminars 
M inutes later, he again 
departed from his prepared 
text and rejected a statement 
by the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff that Israel’s 
defense was "a burden” on the 
United .States. 
Without directly mentioning 
Gen. George S. Brown or his 
controversial remark in an in­ 
terview this week, Kissinger 
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said: "In our joint efforts, we 
consider Israel not as a burden, 
but as a strong asset. Not as a 
liability, but as a staunch bas­ 
tion of democracy.” 


The comment drew loud ap­ 
plause from the audience at the 
Syn ag og u e 
C o u n cil 
of 
Am erica's 50th anniversary 
dinner Among those on the dais 
was Kissinger’s father, Louis. 
In his speech, Kissinger 
defended his achievements of 
the last eight years and, 
without naming Jim m y Carter, 
rebutted the D em ocrat’s 
charge that U.S. foreign policy 
under the Republicans had not 
advanced moral principles. 


"Ours is not a choice between 
morality and pragmatism,” he 
said. "W e cannot escape either 
and still remain true to the 
American character or the

Search called off for mute, 
blind lost four-year-old boy 


TEN S L E E P , Wyo. (U P I) — The official search for a 
mute, nearly blind 4-year-old boy lost for nine days in snowy, 
rugged foothills is over today because authorities say the 
child probably is dead. 
"So much time has gone by that there just about isn’t any 
way he is alive,” said George Norskog, Washakie County 
deputy sheriff. “ It’s just gotten too cold up there, too much 
moisture, there’s just no way.” 
Trained German shepherds completed three days of fruit­ 
less searching Tuesday near the northern Wyoming farm 
home of Ronnie Rea, who wandered off Oct. 11. The dogs and 
volunteers, searching since the boy disappeared, have un­ 
covered no clues, authorities said. 
"Everybody’s out of ideas,” said Effel Rea, the boy’s 
mother. " I don’t know what else we can possibly do.” 
Frigid temperatures and a weekend snowfall slowed the 
tedious work of searching the potmarked landscape. 
Rescuers checked and rechecked the rolling terrain and 
rock holes large enough to conceal the boy. 
Mrs. Rea and her husband Buster said efforts to find their 
son would continue among friends and family despite the end 
of the formal search. 
As time passed and officials began to doubt whether the 
boy could still be alive, the Reas maintained their hope, 
spurred on by new search plans and national interest in the 
fate of their son. 
Mrs. Rea said she last saw Ronnie playing in their front 
yard. He was wearing only a short sleeved shirt and green 
pants, she said. The boy is legally blind without his thick 
glasses.

shocks during installation. 


Information submitted to the 
commission cites 15 deaths in 
one state alone, most of them 
involving contact between the 
antennas and overhead power 
lines while the devices were be­ 
ing put up. 


The warning labels were 
requested in a petition from 
Lawrence H. Chapman of 
Harvey, La., who told the 
agency there should be a black- 
bordered notice headed by the 
words “ Life Safety Warning” 
and including large enough 
print "to catch the visual atten­ 
tion of the consumer before un­ 
packaging and installing the 
product " 


The warning should be either 
on the instruction sheet which 
comes with the antenna, or at- 


tached directly to the device 
itself, he said. 


Harvey told the agency there 
were 15 deaths and five injuries 
in Louisiana from December, 
1972. through August of this 
year involving shocks from 
antennas being installed.

Shag sales sky­ 
rocketed in the early 1970s, 
Hopper reports, but are 
now declining slowly each 
year as designers fashion 
ingenious new weaves and 
colorations for low-pile 
carpeting. 
Speaking of designers, 
you can expect to see mgs 
and carpet patterns created 
by famous name designers 
in stores soon.

There’s a color revolu­ 
tion in carpets and mgs, 
thanks to new dyeing tech­ 
niques.

Whatever type of short- 
pile carpeting you choose, 
you’ll find caring for it is 
easier than a shag. “We 
have much less trouble 
cleaning the new styles,” 
reports Earl Jeffries, chief 
field engineer for The Eu­ 
reka Company, who with 
his staff regularly tests 
about 250 different carpet 
samples.

Reds make it look easy 
Battle of aces in Game 4 


NEW YORK (U PI) — The Cincinnati Reds, called 
“ an all-time credit to baseball” by Manager Sparky 
Anderson, will shoot for a fourth straight victory over 
the New York Yankees Wednesday night - weather 
permitting — and the first four-game World Series 
sweep since 1966. 
Leading three games to none after Tuesday night’s 6- 
2 victory at Yankee Stadium, the defending world 
champions are sending Gary Nolan to the mound 
against Ed Figueroa in the fourth game. Nolan led the 
Reds’ staff with 15 victories while Figueroa was the 
leading Yankee winner with 19 regular-season wins. 
The National Weather Service reported that there 
was an 80 per cent chance of rain but Baseball Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn will certainly wait until the last 
possible moment to postpone the game. 
Anderson refused to predict a sweep but made it 
clear he believes the Reds already rate recognition as 
one of baseball’s all-time great teams. 
“ We’ve got to win four out of seven — that’s the 
ground rules,” said Anderson. “ I would like to win this 
series here to show everybody how good we are.... This 


team is an all-time credit to baseball. This team is go­ 
ing to be remembered for years to come.” 
Tuesday night the Reds virtually laughed in the 
faces of the whole American League when designated 
hitter Dan Driessen had a homer, double and single 
and drove in one run. Driessen is batting .455 as the 
Reds’ DH — more than 250 points better than the 
Yankees’ designated hitters. 
“ I haven’t changed my mind about the designated 
hitter," said Anderson after the game. ‘‘The 
designated hitter has no place in baseball. I am more 
opposed to it than ever ... Driessen is one of the very 
best young hitters in baseball. If I played him regular­ 
ly he would hit .300 with 25 homers and 100 runs batted 
in.” 
Driessen triggered the Reds’ three-run second in­ 
ning with a single and stolen base, homered in the 
fourth, doubled in the sixth and was purposely walked 
in the eighth for a 3-for-3 night at the plate. George 
Foster drove in two runs with a double and a single and 
Pete Rose and Johnny Bench also had two hits each in 
the Reds’ 13-hit attack. 


Foster followed Driessen with a double off the right 
field wall to put the Reds ahead, 1-0, in the second in- 
nine jHe went to third on an infield hit by Bench and 
scoi cUu as Cesar Geronimo hit into a forceout. Dave 
Concepcion’s single delivered the third run of the in­ 
ning. 
Driessen’s homer in the fourth made it 4-0 before the 
Yankees scored a run off Pat Zachry in the bottom of 
the fourth on Chris Chambliss’ single, a walk and 
another single by Oscar Gamble. Jim Mason’s homer 
cut the Reds’ lead to 4-2 in the seventh but Cincinnati 
iced the game with two runs in the eighth with the big 
blow a double by Joe Morgan. 
Zachry went 6 2-3 innings and received credit for the 
victory with W ill McEnaney finishing up. Dock Ellis, 
tagged for four runs in 3 1-3 innings, was the losing 
pitcher for the Yankees. 
Martin, always a battler, is hoping for a miracle 
comeback but he also is a realist and, when asked 
whether a postponement of the fourth game would help 
the Yankees, he replied: “ A postponement would have 
helped us at the start of the series.”

" I like to pitch in those kinds of games,” Figueroa said, after drawing the 
starting assignment for Game No. 4 in the World Series. “ It makes me con­ 
centrate more, bear down more on every pitch ” 
Figueroa started the final game of the American League championship 
series last Thursday and pitched creditably, although the Yankees needed a 
ninth-inning home run by Chris Chambliss to win the pennant 
His start hinges upon the weather, with the forecast calling for an 80 per cent 
chance of rain today and tonight 
Despite falling behind 3-0 to Cincinnati, the Yankees seem to have expected 
the Reds to have been even better than they have shown so far. 
“ So far, they haven’t hit the ball real good,” Figueroa said. 
But he admitted their speed and daring on the base paths can be just as fatal. 
“ Sometimes when you concentrate on the runners too much, it takes away 
from your pitches.” 
However, the prevalent theme in the Yankees’ dressing room after their 
third straight loss to the National League champions was that the Reds simply 
had been the luckier of the two teams.

more different. 
That actually happened with the Cin­ 
cinnati Reds. 
Bobby Tolan, no longer with the club, 
was the one who wanted the zero. 
As soon as he heard that, Danny Dries­ 
sen didn’t see why he couldn’t have dou­ 
ble zero. 
Somehow, word of the two requests 
reached Sparky Anderson, the Cincinnati 
manager, who killed the whole thing im­ 
mediately, but not before he had a little 
heart-to-heart talk with Driessen. 
He asked Driessen, who was still a 
rookie, why he wanted to change from 
his regular number, which is 22. 
Well, you know, he had heard Tolan 
ask to have his number switched and he 
didn’t see anything wrong with doing the 
same thing. 
“ You’d better stick with 22,” Anderson 
told him. “ Check up on it and you’ll find 
a lot of good ballplayers wore that same 
number. Besides, you haven’t been doing 
too badly with it, have you?” 
Driessen, who hit .301 his first season, 
had to admit he wasn’t doing badly at all 
with that 22 on his back — and that ended 
the whole thing right there. 
The incident merely serves to il­ 
lustrate two points. Sparky Anderson 
runs a tight ship and Danny Driessen has 
matured considerably in three years. 
The Reds are only a couple of 
heartbeats away now from their second 
consecutive world championship. They 
lead the Yankees in the World Series, 
three games to love, and the windup has 
now become a foregone conclusion. As 
Tony Perez says, without really popping 
off, “ if we don’t win it tonight, it’ll be the 
next night, but I know we’re gonna win.” 
Everybody else knows the same thing. 
It isn’t only that the Reds have the 
power, the speed and the defense, they 
also have the necessary discipline that 
goes goes hand in hand with winning 
another championship. 
Sparky Anderson maintains that dis­ 
cipline without being a martinet or 
without hitting any of his players over 
the head with it. 
Danny Driessen is a perfect case in 
point. 
Like any other ball player, he hates sit­ 
ting on the bench watching someone else 
play his position when in his heart he 
honestly feels he can play as well or bet­ 
ter. But if he takes a look at the lineup 
Sparky Anderson makes out each day 
and sees his name isn’t on it, he accepts 
it and doesn’t complain. 
In Danny Driessen’s case, that’s hard 
for him to do. He has proven he can play 
regularly and hit, yet he has been a pla­ 
toon player at first base and in the out­ 
field for the Reds the past two years. If 
you look at his statistics this year they 
show he played in 98 games, but he was a 
pinch hitter in 34 of them and started in 
only 60 
“ To show you the kind of person he is, 
he has been doing this for two years now 
and has never bad-mouthed me once." 
says Sparky Anderson, who has a 
tremendous regard for his 25-year-old 
left-handed hitter from Hilton Head, S.C. 
For the first time ever, the designated 


hitter, employed exclusively in the 
American League until now, is being 
used by both teams in this World Series. 
Sparky Anderson hates the concept of a 
designated hitter - ‘‘I think the idea 
stinks” — but when he had to use one in 
this Series, he chose Driessen. All Dries­ 
sen did Tuesday night was deliver a 
home run, double and a single in a 6-2 
victory which in all likelihood may turn 
out to be the crusher as far as the 
Yankees are concerned. 
When Danny Driessen first came up to 
the Reds, Sparky Anderson called him 
"Mumbles” because of his manner of 
speaking. Now the Reds refer to him as 
“ Cobra” because of the way he crouches 
up at the plate. 
No matter what anyone calls him, 
Danny Driessen is an exceptional 
ballplayer. He has ability and he has 
brains. Rather than sit around doing 
nothing on the bench while waiting to 
come up to bat as a designated hitter, he 
goes into the clubhouse, watches the op­ 
posing pitcher on tv and studies 
everything he can about him. 
After Tuesday night’s performance, 
someone wanted to know how Danny 
Driessen felt about being a designated 
hitter. 
“ If every night was like tonight,” he 
laughed, “ I ’d like it fine.”

Slow growing with 
an avocado seed 


Polly’s Problem 
DEAR PO LLY — I planted an avocado seed that has 
started to sprout and come up I have heard that when 
it's seven inches tall I should clip and plant it What is 
the best way to grow one? 
Also, I planted some sunflower seeds but they never 
grew above four feet tall Are there different types of 
seeds for bigger plants? — SAMMY. 
DEAR S AMM Y — I presume you started your 
avocado seed in water. When roots form and there nre 
signs of growth it should be transplanted to a pot of san­ 
dy soil. Keep the soil evenly moist and be sure it gets 
some sun. Such plants grow lovelier the larger they get 
and w ill eventually have to be staked. 
I have read that Mexican sunflowers should grow 
from six to eight feet tall. There is a variety known as 
Helianthus that comes in different kinds that grow from 
one to tw elve feet high. Ask your local seed store about 
the kind that will grow best in your locale. — POLLY. 


DEAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is to hear women tell of us 
mg their clothes dryers in nice weather. They could conserve 
energy by drying their clothes out of doors in the fresh air and 
sunshine Also the clothes would smell so sweet and fresh —

DEAR PO LLY — When I discovered I had no green foliage 
suitable for a flower arrangement, a friend gave me some 
asparagus tops The sturdy stems worked great and it looked 
like a delicate ferti. 
I make my son’s baby food in the blender and then pour it in 
ice cube trays for the freezer later, individual cubes are easi 
ly thawed and can be combined for nutritious meals with no 
waste.

DEAR PO LLY — To remove the odor of cat urine from a 
carpet, I loosen the carpet, turn the affected area upside down 
and generously sprinkle soda over that portion only. 
MOISTEN with full strength white vinegar, using a brush but 
not scrubbing The soda and vinegar will produce a foaming 
action Allow to dry THOROUGHLY before replacing the 
carpet You’ll find a second application is seldom necessary 
also used this in a fireplace that the cat preferred to the 
regular cat box. After completely emptying the ashes 
sprinkled on the soda and then dampened with the vinegar An 
hour later thre was no odor — NITA. 
DEAR PO LLY — If your sewing machine does not have a 
stretch stitch, 1 have found a good substitute. It is good, but I 
will admit is also slow. Gradually and carefully stretch the 
elastic tightly around your finger and hold it together at the 
back side, with your fingers continuing to stretch it tightly. I 
use a double thread and take a back stitch about every fourth

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Dole linked to milk scandal 


W ASHINGTON - Evidence still 
buried in Watergate files reveals that 
Sen 
Robert Dole, the G O P vice 
presidential candidate, pressured the 
Nixon W hite House on behalf of 
dairymen to accept $2 million in milk 
money. 
Dole was fully aware at the time that 
the dairymen were lobbying the White 
House for substantial 
milk subsidies and 
other favors that even­ 
tually cost the tax­ 
payers millions. 
The subsidies helped 
bring about President 
Nixon’s resignation, 
led to ex-Treasury 
Secretary John Con- 
n a lly ’s tr ia l and 
a c q u itta l, 
and 
sm eared 
both 
D e m o c ra ts 
and 
Repu blican s with 
charges of accepting 
dirty money. 
Dole's part in the 
scandal, however, has 
remained virtually un­ 
explored. But now, we have unearthed 
two White House memos which show 
Dole twisted the arm of White House 
staff chief H R “ Bob” Haldeman on 
behalf of the dairymen. 
The crucial memo, stamped “ Con­ 
fidential” and dated Feb 2,1971, is from 
Haldeman to White House aide Chuck 
Colson. It tells how Dole tried to get the 
milk money flowing. 
Haldeman confided in the memo that 
Dole, then the Republican national

chairman, “ sent me a note at the cabinet 
meeting (in early 1971) regarding the 
milk producers and apparently he is be­ 
ing pressured by them. 
“ They have told him that they are un­ 
able to work out a means of getting their 
activity going regarding their support 
for us. Would you please get in touch 
with Dole and follow up on this?” 
The Dole note, according to one of 
those with knowledge of its contents, 
said, in effect, “ Get off the stick. Why 
can’t they (the milk producers) find 
anyone (at the White House) to deal 
w ith?" 
In addition to penning the note, Dole 
“ went back and forth ... on behalf of the 
milk producers" with White House 
aides, according to a White House of­ 
ficial who was involved in the milk deal. 
The Haldeman memo to Colson, 
however, got an unenthusiastic recep­ 
tion. Colson had already handled a $2 
million offer from the milk producers for 
Nixon’s reelection 
The dairymen 
coupled their offer with a request for im­ 
portant favors. 
Fearing that the offer smacked of 
bribery. Colson sent a memo to White 
House lawyer John Dean and talked with 
Haldeman about the milk deal. 
In his Feb. 9, 1971, reply to Haldeman, 
Colson said, “ The note which Bob Dole 
gave you at the cabinet meeting is the 
same problem I discussed with you in 
your office a few weeks ago. 
“ We don't have anyone who can handle 
support for us from outside interest 
groups like the milk producers ... I feel 
that it is terribly important that I not be 
personally involved (no one here should 
be)." We were told, however, that Dole 
kept up the pressure 
The scent of ready cash was too much 
for the White House. At a secret meeting 
headed by Nixon himself, the decision 
was made to reverse a ruling against the 
milk subsidies increase and grant it. 
The White House tapes show that at 
that meeting. Dole’s name came up 
twice. Former Agriculture Secretary 
Clifford Hardin, considering who should 
be brought into conversations on the 
milk matter, said, “ We’ve got a little 
work to do. We’ve got to let ... Bob 
Dole..." 
Hardin was then interrupted, but later, 
White House aide John Ehrlichman 
suggested Dole be brought in to help 
harvest the political benefits from the 
milk price increase 
Nixon commented . “ I think you have a 
good game plan." 
After the meeting, the administration 
granted a hefty price increase to the 
milk industry. Nixon friends outside the 
White House set up committees through 
which the milk producers funneled 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Ironically, Dole himself received 
$15,600 from the milk producers in 1973 


He returned all of it when the scandal 
broke. But at the time, reporters were 
searching for bigger fish to fry, and 
Dole’s role in the 1971 events was all but 
overlooked. 
We tried to talk with Dole, but he 
didn’t return our calls. However, a 
spokesman said that Dole “ wasn’t in­ 
volved in the milk price decisions,” and 
made at most only a few appeals to the 
White House. 
The spokesman quoted Dole as saying 
the milk producers “ wanted to support 
the President and I passed the word 
along to the White House." Dole conced­ 
ed he was aware that the dairy groups 
wanted price increases, “ but that’s what 
they always want." Dole said he couldn’t 
remember sending a memo to the White 
House on the dairymen’s behalf. 
The milk scandal was explored dur­ 
ing the House Judiciary Committee’s im­ 
peachment hearings. However, a staff 
member told our associate, M arc 
Smolonsky, that Dole’s role in the mat­ 
ter was not pursued because it didn’t 
bear directly on the impeachment of 
Nixon. 
Footnote: Dole’s Democratic counter­ 
part, Sen. Walter Mondale, D.-Mmn., 
was also linked to the scandal. A milk 
lobbyist said a Mondale aide solicited 
him for $25,000 in 1971. Mondale denies 
knowledge of the solicitation, but con­ 
cedes he got $5.000 from milk producers 
for a fund-raising dinner. 


PANAMA CITY I met in due course 
with the military arm, and put the ques­ 
tion there to experienced men-at-arms: 
How, primarily, would the United States 
meet a challenge to the Panama Canal 
mounted by the Soviet Union?

inspectors could examine every crevice 
of a huge tanker for the purpose of 
sweeping it clean of explosives. By the 
same token, short of posting marines 
arm to arm on two sides, over the entire 
length of the Canal, infiltrators could not 
be detected 
And even then, guerrilla 
forces could dent the line at least tem­ 
porarily, of lob, through mortars or 
whatever, an explosive into the lock.

Now bear this in mind. The Panama­ 
nian interest in the Canal is in very large 
part, national pride. 
But it is also ten 
parts the desire for income. They look 
on the Canal as their principal natural 
resource, and in a way it is. Remind a 
Panamanian that the United States paid 
for the Canal, and he is all prepared to 
smother you with counter arguments, 
some of them plausible, some so­ 
phistical. Among the former is the lit­ 
tle known fact that for centuries before 
the Canal was built, the Panamanians 
portaged freight from one ocean to the 
other, charging approximately two per­ 
cent of the value of the freight — an 
enormous charge, by current standards 
The estimate is that current tolls add 
only one-third of one percent of the cost 
of goods sold, say, in America, produced 
in Japan. Now it is the clear intent of the 
Panamanian 
government, having 
“ nationalized its primary resource” in 
the same sense that Venezuela 
nationalized its oil and iron deposits, to 
increase the toll charges perhaps as 
much as 200 percent. The resulting in­ 
crease in the cost to consumers of 
products that pass through the Canal 
would not be great. 
Many of the 
carriers, on the other hand, have the 
protection of considering other routes (it 
is as close to New York from Manila go­ 
ing through the Suez Canal); and the 
alternative of using rail from, say, San 
Diego to Mobile. 
The point here is that Panama is not 
likely to acquiesce in the destruction of a 
canal which it looks to for several 
hundred million dollars of income. It is 
plausible to assume that Panama would 
side with the United States in defending 
the Panama Canal against, say, the 
Soviet Union. 


The residents of the Canal Zone are 
suffering a sundering morale crisis. 
Incredibly, this is less the result of 
Panamanian importunity than of United 
States neglect. 
The myth is that the 
Pan am an ian A m erican s lead a 
hedonistic life. An hour with represen­ 
tatives of that community brings home 
the sacrifices they endure. 
These are 
aggravated by an ignorance of their 
future. 
A relevant division of the 
bureaucracy refuses to give them 
guarantees of similar jobs in other areas 
of the world in which the United States 
maintains installations. 
By and large, 
they would decline to stay under 
Panamanian 
sovereignty, 
judging 
Panamanian governments to be inex­ 
perienced in such off-hand matters as 
equality before the law, habeas corpus, 
and civil rights. Much of the pressure to 
hang on to Panama emanates from these 
American Panamanians — less because 
of the old arguments about the defense of 
the Canal or the juridical right of the 
United States to hang on to it — than 
because they feel that they are being 
neglected in the high stake game being 
played by Ambassador Bunker and the 
Panamanian negotiators 


My own conclusion'’ 
Establish that 
which is necessary for the defense of the 
Canal, and require it 
Agree that pay­ 
ments by American shipping will flow 
into a fund for the generous resettlement 
of the American community in Panama 
Require that there be no discriminatory 
pricing of tolls going through the Canal. 
Then get out We could stay in. We have 
a right to stay in Make that point clear, 
and then get out — while the initiative is 
still, clearly, our own That is the way 
great nations should act

An interesting statistic passed over 
our desk this week from Hie National 
Education Association. The current 
California average salary for a clas­ 
sroom teacher is now at $15,200, putting 
California’s teachers’ salaries in the top 
three of the continental United States. 
New York still outranks California, as 
does Michigan. New York’s average 
teacher salary is $15,950 and Michigan’s 
is cit $15 540 
The NEA makes the distinction “ con- 
tin e n ta l 
U n ite d 
S t a t e s ” 
because 
Alaska s average 
salary is at $19,880, but 
they discount it 30 per 
cent for higher cost-of- 
living Hawaii's is at 
$15.209 and this is dis­ 
counted 19 per cent. 
The costs-of-living are 
also higher in New 
York and Michigan 
than in California. 
NEA notes. 
These are the only 
salaries in the $15,000 
range. They then drop 
to $13,888 for M in­ 
nesota, $13,615 for 
W ashington 
and 
$13,400 for Nevada. 
The next step in the $12,000 range in­ 
cludes $12.628 for Connecticut, $12,394 
for Arizona. $12,545 for Delaware, 
$12.346 for Wisconsin. $12,394 for New

The majority of the states average in 
the $10,000 to $11,000 range with the 
lowest being Mississippi and South 
Dakota at $9,314.
